BEmith's Crowd of Teughs Try te Disahle

Loxpox, Deo, 23, —Thefight batwean Frank
P. Blavin, the white Australlan ehampion, and
Jom Hmith, the Engllishman, at Bruges, Bal-
glum. this mornineg, was the moat disgraceful
affair In the annals of the prize ring. It will
rosnlt In the repudiation of Bmith by every
decent sport, and should finally dispose of
Baldock from the ring. Blavin was the vietim
of the most atroelous foul play from the start,
and, aithough he beated Bmith from the com-
mencanient, the referes wan afrald to call the
result anything else than a draw. Bmith was
accompanied to the place of mesting by the
worst gang of unhung ruflisns that ever ate
tended a prize fight, whish Is saying a great
denl, and there Is little doubt that n dealsion In
Blavin's favor would have resulted in the com-
misslon of wholesale murder.

The ring was plteched on an English gentlo-
man's grounds one mile out of Hruges, and
time was eallnd at 8:17 A, M. Joseph Verey
was reforee. C. W, Blakelook was stakeholdor.
Bmith's seconds were Harper and Baldook, the
Intter ruffian being the same who seconded
Bmith in the Nght with Kilrain, on whioh ooca-
glon he attempted to gouge out the latter's
evesn, a trlek he attompted with Blavin to-uay.

Biavin was soconded by Coanett and Bob
Kirby. During the fight Emith did not leave
his corner, and Blavin was obliged to go Into
the other’s corner and foreo the flehting, Tho
rosult was that evers time there was a olinch
Bmith's seconds and friends jumped on to
Blavin, and eaoch time he went down Baldook
nttompted to get his fingers into the prostrate
man's eyes,

In the first round Blavin got In twice on
Bmith on the chest and mouth, and the round
oendod with a elineh, and both men went down
when the HBmith gang closed In, and Elavin
rose, blesding from the mouth.

In the second round Slavin fought Bmith in
the lattor's corner agaln, and was ngain klcked
and maltreated. In the third round Blavin
knocked Emith down with & terrifio right-hand
blow. Blavin had the best of It In the fourth,
fifth, and sixth rounds. Atthe end of the sixth
Bmith was agnin knocked down and was blped-
ing froely. His seconds jumped on Slavin and
kieked ana gouged him, .

Bmith fought better in the seventh, but his
friends meslsted him to the tenth. which was
the fnirest round of all. In the eleventh and
twelfth Smith was again knooked down, and in
the thirteenth and fourteenth his friends did
tho most of the fightlng. At the end of this
round Verey declared:

“Hisvin eannot get falr play, and I call this
flght a draw.”

During the fight Blavin pald no attention to
tho Smith gang, hut fought in the gamest man«
nor, though outrageoualy treated. Once or
twlea he eried” to men who spiked and kicked
him: " Do you call yourselves Englishmen "
and once he turned upon Baldook, bleeding
from the eyes, and sald: " FPlense give me Julr
play.”
